DIPHTHERIA INCIDENCE AND MORTALITY SAN FRANCISCO 
AND CERTAIN OTHER LARGE CITIES 


Director, San Francisco Department Public Health 


The San Francisco Department Public Health 
recently made study diphtheria incidence and mor- 
tality San Francisco from 1922 date. was 
published the Archives Pediatrics for November 
1945, under the title Changing Trends Diphtheria 
San Francisco. 

was found that while the number diphtheria 
has been very small during recent years, the pat- 
tern the incidence and mortality has been changing, 
the incidence having shifted the older age groups 
(over years), with marked increase the fatality 
rate. 

was felt that would interest compare 
San Francisco’s experience with that other large 
both here the coast and those far removed.

San and Seattle have the highest fatality 
rates recent years and the greatest increase them. 
These cities also have the largest percentage cases 
the over age group. Cleveland, Milwaukee, Buffalo 
and New Orleans also have higher fatality rates. These 
cities (except for New Orleans for which have 
figures) all show rather large percentages cases 
the over age groups. 


Conclusion 

From the figures studied, may concluded that 
while there significant recent increase diph- 
theria there fairly general increase 
the number diphtheria cases the over age 
groups (10 out the cities studied). most 
instances the fatality rates are higher also for the cities 
showing these increases, indicating certain amount 
correlation between the two.

GLOBULIN DISTRIBUTED PROTECT 
AGAINST MEASLES

While the present epidemic appears subsiding 
there still need for applying protective measures par- 
ticularly very young children because they are most 
liable have ear infections pneumonia 
cation measles, die from the disease. 

For the prophylaxis modification measles, the 
Bureau Acute Communicable Diseases has been dis- 
tributing immune serum globulin supplied the 
American Red Cross. April 11,840 ee. globulin 
were distributed local health departments. 

The globulin available for the protection chil- 
dren under the age four who have been exposed and 
for others special need this protection. Two 
globulin given intramuscularly within eight days 
after initial exposure prevent the development the 
disease about per cent young children and 
modify the disease others. One ce. the globulin 
given within the same period, while may not prevent 
measles, usually proves effective modifying the dis- 
ease. Modification many cases preferable pre- 
vention since permanent immunity may thus estab- 
lished.

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CANINE RABIES VACCINATION RECOMMENDED 
PART CONTROL PROGRAM 


With total 581 cases animal rabies 1945, 
California still has big rabies problem, although that 
total considerably under the 911 cases reported 
1944. The most recent National figures rabies, those 
compiled the Committee Rabies, Livestock 
Sanitary Association, Department Agricul- 
ture, show the following distribution the 10,540 cases 
reported for the Nation whole:

After days, the vaccinated dogs, which are 
properly tagged, may have the freedom the streets, 
but unvaccinated dogs large and strays are im- 
pounded. The general quarantine the area vigor- 
ously until days following the last diag- 
nosed case rabies. This method has given good 
results certain counties Maryland, Arizona, and 
other States. Some people are opposed compulsory 
vaccination, and this procedure gives them the option 
having their dogs vaccinated, with the freedom 
the streets after days, keeping the dog strict 
quarantine until the general quarantine lifted.

Vaccination Harold Johnson, December, 1943,* 
describes the situation follows: 


the period 1932 through 1936 from 836 
1,017 animal heads were found positive for rabies each 
year Alabama. The compulsory vaccination pro- 
gram was begun late 1937. total 177,038 dogs 
were vaccinated. During that year 927 animal heads 
were found positive for rabies and 3,794 human 
treatments were distributed. There rapid 
tion the state-wide prevalence rabies during 1938 
and 1939. 1939 only 237 animal heads were found 
positive for rabies and the number human rabies 
treatments distributed dropped 1,230. Whereas the 
disease had previously been widespread over the State, 
soon disappeared from most the counties. Some 
counties, however, failed appoint rabies inspectors 
carry out the control work. 1942 only three 
counties the the State had more than isolated 
cases rabies and counties reported rabies.

easy see why criticism has been directed 
rabies vaccination. Several reputable investiga- 
tors have reported that rabies vaccine failed 
animals from developing the disease under experi- 
mental conditions. There are several reasons for their 
negative results. order secure uniform fatality 
for small control groups they have usually resorted 
cisternal, intracerebral intraocular test inoculation. 
Furthermore, when the test inoculation was given 
intramuscularly, young animals were used 
obtain high mortality for the controls. have 
found that most our failures for vaccination 
four six month old dogs. Similarly, 
mice over six weeks age are more readily immunized 
than those under four weeks age. This emphasizes 
the importance using fairly mature animals 
cine potency test studies. order obtain significant 
results necessary use large groups animals. 

reasonable expect more consistent protection 
for vaccinated dogs exposed rabies under natural 
conditions than where large doses street virus are 
injected into muscle tissue. difficult infect dogs 
with rabies puncture and abrasion the skin with 
instruments dipped per cent suspension 
salivary gland virus high titer. The mortality 
group dogs exposed this method was only 
per cent. Where the exposure involves muscle tissue 
the mortality much higher.

REGIONAL CONFERENCE RECOMMENDS 
CONTROL MEASURES 


Five recommendations for the treatment and fol- 
low-up syphilis were made April regional 
conference newer methods treating syphilis. This 
meeting, which was attended Dr. Frank Brewer, 
Chief the Bureau Venereal Diseases, one 
several initiated the Public Health Service 
acquaint physicians all over the country with new 
developments the treatment syphilis with peni- 
cillin. 

The recommendations are follows: 


(1) That the 5-18-3 schedule (combined arsenical, penicillin, 
bismuth therapy nine-day hospitalization period) 
adopted for treatment all syphilis except cardiovascular 
and neurosyphilis. 

This the first time recommendation has been made 
that late latent syphilis treated with this regime well 
primary, secondary, and early latent syphilis. 

(2) That minimum time spent health departments 
post treatment follow-up syphilis and gonorrhea 
treated with penicillin. 

(3) That centers (known “blue star” centers) estab- 
lished the Public Health Service and the National 
Research Council evaluate properly the treatment 
syphilis with penicillin. 

Every effort will made the designated centers 
follow all cases treated for period from five ten 
years that proper evaluation can made treatment 
regimes. 

(4) That neurosyphilis treated with penicillin, using 
minimum amount six ten million units period 

(5) That concentrated effort made all health depart- 
ments hospitalize many cases syphilis possible 
that with decreased clinic case loads, the staffs will 
have more time spend case-finding.

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LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENTS PLACE 
REGISTRY REFERRALS UNDER 
TREATMENT 


Reports for 1945 indicate that local health depart- 
ments California have been following through 
investigations venereal disease suspects referred 
them the Central Registry and getting more and 
more infectious cases under treatment. 

the total 12,943 cases found infected through 
investigation 51,692 Registry referrals, per cent 
were cases which had not been reported and had not 
had treatment 6,329 with syphilis; 5,032 
with gonorrhea. The other per cent included per- 
sons who had received treatment previously, but whose 
status had for some time been inactive unknown: 
1,410 cases syphilis and 172 gonorrhea. being 
located, they were referred back for examination.

The 2,724 cases syphilis referred private physi- 
cians were per cent the total new cases (6,329). 
Whenever possible, the policy health depart- 


ments refer noninfectious patients private physi- 
cians, and since the referrals the per cent were 
largely cases found through premarital, prenatal, and 
Selective Service examinations and mass surveys, most 
them were noninfectious. 

The larger proportion the new cases 
found among contacts were referred many 
because their infectiousness inability pay for 
treatment, others because they were transients unco- 
operative patients. 

Ninety-six per cent the gonorrhea cases never 
previously were contacts. large proportion 
were referred for the most part clinies. 

The previously treated cases showed high propor- 
tion persons who are not included the ‘‘referred 
for group. Some them refused treat- 
some were inducted into the Army and among 
the remaining were many who though still showing 
positive blood test were believed have had sufficient 
treatment prevent clinical progression the dis- 
ease. However, since follow-up was initiated all 
positive and doubtful blood tests, the results investi- 
gations these previously treated cases are included 
the reports. 

Through epidemiological procedures, 12,943 cases 
venereal disease were found and brought the atten- 
tion physicians clinics when treatment was neces- 
sary, closed the health officer sufficient treat- 
ment had previously been received. probable that 
these cases would not have come treatment had not 
case finding been initiated through contact labora- 
tory referrals.
